Ootacamund is the Hill Station of the Madras Government situ- 
ated at the terminus of the Nilgiri Mountain Railway, 30 miles north 
of Mettupalaiyam, on the South Indian Railway, which is a night’s 
journey from Madras or Bangalore. It is famous for its beautiful 
wooded hills and magnificent downs, for the walks and climbs to 
Snowdon, Dodabetta, and Tiger Hill; for excursions to the Umbrella 
Tree, and more remote points. There are good churches and schools, 
and a large summer settlement of missionaries who arrange various oe : 
Conferences each year; Association members and friends from many Wiss MoGallnan 
Branches all over India, Burma and Ceylon, are accustomed to take 
their holidays here, and the local Association has open all the year its general work, and Home, 
“Fastbourne,’”’ while near by are the Y.W.C.A. Branches in Fern Hill, Lovedale, and in Coonoor, 
where a new Holiday Home ‘‘ Wyoming ’”’ is under erection for use this season. 

Grace Cottage is a bungalow on the road to the Government House Gardens very close to 
Eastbourne, and consists of a large glass-enclosed living and lecture room, a spacious dining-room, 








~ and, with the Annex and small cottage, 16 bedrooms, holding from one to three beds each. ‘This 
accommodation is to be augmented for the busiest season by the use of tents. Additional equip- 
ment of new chairs and beds and other furniture is being secured. The compound contains a 
pleasant garden and playing and drill grounds.

Tuition, for students registered only in the School of Physical Education. Three Rupees. 
Room and Board, European Food. From Rs. 18 per week, up depending upon acecommodations. 
Indian Food (for those who prefer it). From Rs. 12 per week, up. (This will 
probably be offered from April 26 to June 13.) 
Guests, if accommodation can be offered. From Rs. 25 per week, up. 
Students are urged to arrive on the appointed Wednesdays if possible, and the days of arrival and 
departure are both counted in making up a week.
